Czarnecki mentioned that we needed to "pin down" our procedures 
regarding the briefing of their subcommittees. He said it had come to his 
attention that we had been doing some of this without the Chairman or him 
knowing about it. I told Czarnecki that I recalled several instances, particularly 
concerning Representative Hamilton's Subcommittee on Near East and South 
Asia where several members of the Subcommittee had asked to come to the 
Agency for informal briefing sessions, not as Subcommittee meetings. However, 
he agreed this was a grey area in our procedure and it would be useful to have 
an understanding of it. Czarnecki and I plan to get together and discuss this 
very soon. 
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
